SCHOOL  REPORT. 


In  addition  to  the  usual  duties  connected  with  their  care  of  the 
schools,  the  Board  have  had  the  past  year  some  that  were  excep- 
tional, and  one  that  was  especially  delicate  and  difficult.  These 
exceptional  cares  came  in  coneection  with  the  new  method  of 
supplying'  hooks  to  the  schools,  and  the  location  of  a  school  house 
for  the  Center. 

In  this  last  matter  we  do  not  claim  to  monopolize  the  wisdom  of 
the  town,  but  a  duty  was  officially  laid  upon  us  and  we  endeavored 
to  perform  it  conscientiously  and  to  the  best  of  our  judgment, 
keeping  in  view  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  without  conscious 
prejudice,  either  for  or  against  the  opinions  of  others. 

In  the  result  reached  the  members  of  the  Board  were  not  unan- 
imous, but  while  there  was  some  difference  of  opinion  there  was 
the  utmost  harmony  of  feeling  and  good  will  in  this  and  every 
other  matter  in  which  they  were  called  upon  to  act. 

Leaving  the  Center  school  house  problem,  which  has  been  and  is 
such  a  trying  one  to  all  concerned,  and  one  which  calls  for  much 
mutual  consideration  and  forbearance  from  us  all  as  fellow  towns- 
men, we  pass  to  the  other  school  houses,  and  are  happy  to  be  able 
to  report  them  all,  with  one  exception,  repaired  and  furnished  in 
very  neat  and  comfortable  style. 

In  connection  with  the  new  method  of  supplying  scholars  with 
books,  &c,  much  time  was  necessarily  given  to  book  agents,  and 
several  changes  were  made  in  our  text  books.  Harper's  Geogra- 
phies were  exchanged  for  Appleton's;  Scudder's  U.  S.  History 
for  that  of  Eggleston ;  Warren's  Class  Word  Speller  for  Reed's 
Word  Lessons;  and  Brand's  Physiology  for  that  of  Cutter's. 
General  supplies  were  also  procured  and  furnished.  Our  schools 
greatly  need  a  set  of  good  maps,  and  we  made  an  effort  to  supply 
them,  but  were  not  entirely  satisfied  with  those  we  examined. 
We  hope  suitable  ones  may  be  found  before  the  opening  of  the 
next  school  term. 

In  the  matter  of  teachers  we  feel  that  we  have  been  highly  suc- 
cessful in  getting  good  ones,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  as  we 
review  the  year  we  think  much  praise  is  due  both  teachers  and 
scholars  for  the  good  order  generally  maintained,  and  the  good 
work  done  in  our  schools;  and  we  wish  to  thank  them  for  the 
nice  care  they  have  taken  of  the  newly  furnished  school  rooms 
and  book  supplies,  and  for  their  uniform  courtes)r  to  us. 
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SPECIAL  EEPORT. 


NO.  J. 

This  school  was  continued  in  the  room  over  the  vestry.  Miss 
Mary  S.  Cole  of  Quincy,  Mass.,  taught  the  spring  term,  and  Miss 
Annie  S.  Keyes  of  Amherst,  N.  H.,  taught  the  fall  term.  These 
young  ladies,  though  entire  strangers  to  us,  came  highly  recom- 
mended, and  fully  justified  the  commendation.  Both  were  well 
fitted  by  nature  and  training  for  teachers.  They  were  quite 
different  in  manner  and  method,  and  we  shall  not  try  to  say  which 
was  better  where  both  were  so  good  and  gave  such  general  satis- 
faction. We  think  we  have  teachers  at  home  quite  equal  to 
either,  but  there  are  cases  where  a  stranger  has  some  advantages, 
and  we  were  highly  pleased  with  the  result  in  this  case.  Every- 
thing moved  on  harmoniously  through  the  year;  the  attendance 
was  good,  and  the  work  done  by  the  school  excellent.  Miss  Annie 
L.  Symonds  and  Miss  Etta  A.  Crockett  made  a  good  beginning  as 
assistant  teachers  during  the  fall  term. 

NO.  2. 
This  school  continues  small  but  with  brightening  prospects.  It 
was  attended  the  past  year  by  only  one  "family,  but  Mr.  Qninn  is 
to  be  congratulated  on  having  four  such  bright  young  scholars. 
They  made  constant  and  rapid  progress  in  their  studies  under  the 
faithful  guidance  of  Miss  May  E.  Otis  during  the  spring  and  Miss 
Ida  M.  Matthews  during  the  fall  term. 

NO.  3. 
Mr.  Albert  G.  Stearns  taught  the  spring  term.     We  think  highly 
of  Mr.  Stearns'  ability  as  a  teacher,  but  through  some  misuuder- 
ing  or  misadjustment  the  term  was  not  altogether  successful. 

The  fall  -term  was  taught  by  Miss  May  E.  Otis.  She  was  the 
choice  of  the  school,  and  we  hardly  see  how  it  could  have  chosen 
better.  Miss  Otis  impresses  us  as  one  unusually  sifted  and  faith- 
ful in  teaching,  and  the  work  done  under  her  through  a  lengthened 
term  was  completely  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  The  recitation 
in  physiology  on  examination  day  was  the  best  we  have  yet 
heard. 

NO.  5. 

This  school  shows  the  best  record  for  constant  and  prompt  at- 
tendance of  any  school  in  town,  and  in  every  way  did  itself  credit. 
We  missed  from  the  school  this  year  most  of  the  older  and  more 
advanced  scholars,  but  the  younger  ones  are  bright  and  made  a 
steady  advance  under  the  care  of  Miss  Sarah  F.  Weston,  whose 
presence  in  a  school,  we  have  cause  to  believe,  assures  its  success. 
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NO.  G. 
Miss  Libia  A.  Washburn  taught  both  terms,  and,  considering 
that  it  was  her  first  experience  in  teaching  and  her  home  school, 
she  did  remarkably  well.  Most  of  the  scholars  attending  were 
quite  young  and  nearer  together  in  age  and  studies  than  is 
usual  in  our  schools.  Miss  Washburn  showed  a  fine  capacity 
for  interesting  and  helping  them  in  their  studies.  The  impression 
made  by  the  school  was  very  pleasing,  and  the  work  done  in  it 
through  the  year  very  satisfactory. 

NO.  7. 

Mrs.  Lizzie  H.  Stone,  teacher  for  the  school  year.  While  Mrs. 
Stone  can  be  had  for  this  school  it  is  not  likely  that  it  will  be  will- 
ing to  look  elsewhere  for  a  teacher.  It  is  thoroughly  devoted  to 
her,  and  she  is  worthy  of  its  devotion.  The  school  was  very  full 
the  past  year,  all  the  seats  being  occupied,  and  new  ones  requiring 
to  be  placed.  Several  not  usually  attending  this  school  desired  to 
go,  and  as  the  teacher  did  not  object  it  was  permitted,  but  it  may 
not  be  thought  best  to  do  so  in  the  future.  The  school  moved  on 
through  the  year  with  its  accustomed  good  order,  and  examina- 
tions showed  thorough  and  excellent  work. 

NO.  8. 

This  has  become  a  large  and  varied  school,  and  in  some  respects 
less  easy  to  manage  successfully  than  some  others.  Miss  Lilla  E. 
Kimball  taught  both  terms,  and,  though  it  was  her  first  experience, 
she  showed  a  fine  capacity  for  teaching,  and  the  work  done 
throughout  the  year  by  teacher  and  scholars  was  very  good.  A 
little  firmer  command  of  the  school  and  a  little  closer  attention  to 
study  would  have  given  a  still  better  result.  As  it  was  it  was 
very  creditable,  and  was  much  praised  by  the  examining  com- 
mittee. 

NO.  9. 

After  a  lapse  of  some  terms  this  school  was  resumed  the  past 
year,  with  a  spring  term  in  which  one  little  scholar  had  the  sole 
benefit  of  Miss  Ida  M.  Matthews'  faithful  teaching  for  4  weeks. 
The  order  was  of  the  best,  and  the  advance  made  by  the  little 
scholar  surprisingly  rapid.  A  fall  term  of  7  weeks  taught  by 
Miss  Louisa  E.  Mulhall  was  very  successful,  another  bright  little 
scholar  having  come  in  for  most  of  the  term.  The  teacher  and 
scholars  were  highly  praised  by  the  examining  committee.  This 
school  building  is  hardly  in  keeping  with  the  others  now  in  use, 
but  we  trust  will  be  fitted  up  in  as  good  style  as  the  rest  in  due 
time.
